SAN  FRANCISCO  (June  29,  1977)  --  The  first  of  two  series  of 
allocations  for  fiscal  year  1977-78  to  San  Francisco  organizations 
from  the  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  was  announced  today  by 
Chief  Administrative  Officer  Roger  Boas. 

Seventy-nine  organizations  will  receive  appropriations  totaling 
$3.4  million.   Allocations  totaling  $560,000  will  be  made  in  a 
second  phase  in  the  fall,  Mr.  Boas  said. 

The  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  is  derived  from  the  City's 
hotel  room  tax.   Receiving  assistance  are  non-profit  organizations 
whose  activities  are  designed  to  improve  the  City's  social, 
cultural  and  promotional  environment. 

"In  the  first  phase  of  funding,  a  majority  of  the  organizations 
funded  last  year  will  be  receiving  cost-of-living  increases," 
Mr.  Boas  said.   "I  am  working  with  a  small,  broadly-based  Advisory 
Committee  to  evaluate  past  allocations  and  to  develop  a  formal 
criteria  to  judge  funding  requests.   In  the  second  funding  phase, 
the  newly- established  criteria  will  be  used  to  evaluate  both  new 
and  old  requests."
